This Indian Standard ( First Revision ) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards on 
23 May 1989, after the drafi finalized by the Shipbuilding Sectional Committee had been approved 
by the Transport Engineering Division Council. 

This standard was first published in 1980. The symbol for side thruster has undergone a change and 
this revision has been necessitated to incorporate the latest symbol for side thruster. 

In the preparation of this standard, considerable assistance has been derived from ISO 6050 ; 1987 
'Shipbuilding — Bulbous bow and side thruster symbols', issued by The International Organization 
for Standardization ( ISO ).

1 SCOPE 

This standard specifics the symbols for bulbous 
bow and side thruster to be used on ships' hulls 
to indicate their presence. 

2 GENERAL 

2.1 Symbols and Dimensions 

2.1.1 The symbols and their dimensions shall be 
as given in Fig. 1 and 2. 
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All dimensions in millimetres.

2*1.2 Where larger symbols are to be used, the 
proportion of dimensions as indicated in Fig. 1 
and 2 shall be retained. 
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All dimensions in millimetres. 
2 Symbol for Side Thruster 



2.2 Location 

2.2.1 The symbols for the bulbous bow shall be 
located at the forward end of the ship on both 
port and starboard side in a clearly visible place 
above the maximum draught level and pointing 
in the direction of the bow. 

2.2.2 The symbol for the side thruster shall be 
located on both port and starboard side above 
the maximum draught level and as far as possi- 
ble on the vertical line passing through the centre 
of each side thruster. 

2.3 Paint 

The outline of the symbols shall be of welded 
beads and painted in a colour contrasting with 
the background shell painting of the ship. 



Standard Mark 

The use of the Standard Mark is governed by the provisions of the Bureau of Indian 
Standards Act, 1986 and the Rules and Regulations made thereunder.
